Rosa Maultiflora Hedge 
Dear Editor: 


In the article, “A Flowering Fence.” 
in the March issue there is the usual 
praise of Rosa multiflora as a hedge for 
the farm. Of course it will stop anything 
but a forest fire, but it collects autumn 
leaves, newspapers and other wind-blown 
debris. It will be a “briar patch” for 
rabbits, woodchucks and other animal 
pests, as well as the home of large weeds, 
as their roots will be safe from the farm- 
er’s reach. The thorns will tear the pants 
off anyone who goes near the “hedge.” 
New shoots will grow 20 or more feet 
each year. It will never be kept down to 
an 8-foot width; it will be nearer 28 
feet. It does have beauty of flower and 
fruit, but the seeds are carried widely by 
birds and germinate readily. It makes 
useless tangles in soil that could be used 
for crops. To eradicate it you must wear 
armor plate or use a flame thrower. 

As understock for modern garden roses 
Rosa multiflora has great value, and it is 
the parent of many climbers and the 
floribunda group. But to let it run wild 
or grow as an informal hedge is not good 
conservation but lack of horse sense.—

Doublefile Viburnum

OUBLEFILE ~ viburnum _ attracts 

particular attention at this time of 

the year. With flat clusters of white 
flowers spaced in pairs along the spread- 
ing branches, the effect of this vigorous 
shrub is most distinctive and pleasing. 
Due to this brilliant white effect as well 
as to a marked horizontal or shelving 
type of growth, a specimen in bloom, 
seen at a distance, looks surprisingly 
like a flowering dogwood. On closer 
inspection this similarity soon disappears, 
because the flower clusters are con- 
structed differently. 

Leaves and buds of viburnums are 
always opposite, and the flower clusters 
are outstanding in their paired arrange- 
ment along the branchlets. They grow 
in flat-topped umbels at the tips of short 
lateral shoots usually bearing two leaves 
at the base. These short flowering shoots 
push out quickly in the spring along the 
vigorous growth of the preceding year, 
producing a pleasing regular or some- 
what conventional effect, which seems to 
give a quality especially appropriate in 
formal plantings. 

In doublefile viburnum the clusters are 
about 4 inches across, with much larger 
individual flowers set around the margin. 
These larger flowers lack stamens and 


pistils; it is the small inconspicuous 
flowers at the center that are fertile. 
These produce the berry-like fruits which 
turn from green to red, and finally to 
blue-black when mature at the end of 
the season. 

In the showy form of this viburnum 
first introduced as a garden plant, the 
clusters of bloom are globose and com- 
posed entirely of the large sterile flowers. 
We know this plant today as japanese 
snowball. It is prized as one of the most 
attractive shrubs in flower, but it pro- 
duces no berries. This was named Vi- 
burnum plicatum in 1794 by the Swedish 
botanist and world-traveler, Karl Peter 
Thunberg. because he was impressed by 
the pleated appearance of the ovate 
leaves. The outline of the leaves and 
their veins, which extend nearly straight 
and parallel from midrib to margin, 
offer a good means of identification. 

Doublefile viburnum is abundant as a 
wild plant in both China and Japan. 
especially in open woodland and on 
brush-covered mountain slopes. It has 
the same pleated leaves and general 
growth character as Japanese snowball, 
and it is known to be the wild plant 
from which the garden shrub originated. 
After a singularly troubled course among 
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scientific names, this shrub is now con- 
sidered a form of Viburnum plicatum. 
The form name is tomentosum, fortu- 
nately the same as has long been con- 
sidered correct and widely used as a spe- 
cies name. It is likely that in catalogues 
and lists the name designating double- 
file viburnum will continue to be V. 
tomentosum, and its sterile snowball- 
like form will be called variety sterile or 
variety plicatum. ,However confused and 
inverted the scientific status of these two 
Oriental shrubs, both give superb ac; 
counts of themselves in our gardens. 

Several variations of doublefile vibur- 
num have been recorded, but most are of 
minor importance. In 1940, however, the 
late Charles Doney of the Brooklyn 
Botanic Garden noted a specimen in their 
collection with soft pink flowers, and he 
described this as forma roseum. This 
variation is truly worthy of nurserymen’s 
attention. 

These shrubs are perfectly hardy and 
tolerate extreme temperatures without in- 
jury. They grow best in a rather heavy 
loam, particularly in a slightly acid soil 
that has ample fertility and abundant 
moisture. Vigorous and dense growth is 
produced in full sunlight. but specimens 
also do well in shade, usually making a 
less dense framework of branches. 


Background Plant 


Shrubs of the dimensions of double- 
file viburnums are best used in back- 
grounds and border plantings. Ordi- 
narily. pruning is not necessary or desir- 
able as this species has an inherently fine 
habit and_ well-balanced pattern of 
growth. In view of the tendency towards 
shelving or horizontally-layered branches. 
a position where one looks down into 
them from above offers a_ particularly 
attractive picture during the flowering 
season. Groups of this viburnum at the 
base of a terrace bank or near the lower 
portion of a slope are dramatic. Wher- 
ever they are used. in addition to the 
ultimate height of about 8 feet. allowance 
should be made for a total branch spread 
at least half again as much as the 
height. 

Doublefile viburnums are available 
from many landscape gardeners and 
neighborhood nurseries as well as from 
larger establishments. They can_ be 
raised from seeds as well as by stem cut- 
tings. leaf cuttings, and layers. but all 
these methods except the last require 
four or five years to produce plants of 
any size and would rarely be practical 
for home gardeners. 

Doublefile viburnums’ should _ be 
planted in early spring, if possible, and 
preferably with a carefully protected 
ball of roots, Attention to proper soil. 
mulching, and watering will give good 
returns in vigorous growth and early 
blooming.»

The New Knap Hill Azaleas 


By D. 


ECIDUOUS azaleas. are among the 

most valuable shrubs that can be 

grown. Each spring they provide a 
lavish and brilliant display of flowers. 
In addition to the well-known favorites, a 
new group, the Knap Hill azaleas, has 
recently been brought to the attention 
of the public. 

The Knap Hill azaleas contain the fin- 
est of all hybrids and owe their origin to 
Anthony Waterer, Sr., and his son An- 
thony Waterer, Jr., who developed them 
over a period of 50 years at the Knap 
Hill Nursery in England. 

Several American species were used in 
creating these hybrids, notably A. calen- 
dulacea and A. occidentalis. These were 
merged with the European A. pontica 
and the Asiatic A. mollis and A. sinensis 
to such an extent that the parentage of 
each Knap Hill azalea can be only a 
matter of conjecture. They flower in 
England from early May until the middle 
of June, reaching the peak of their dis- 
play toward the end of May. Some have 
enormous flowers, some medium-size and 
several are double. The colors range from 
pure white through yellow and orange, 
to pink, scarlet and crimson.

A. occidentalis and A. sinensis are not 
generally hardy in the eastern portion of 
the United States. On the other hand, all 
the other species used as parents at Knap 
Hill are hardy. I think it is reasonable 
to expect that at least 80 per cent of the 
Knap Hill azaleas will be able to survive 
winter temperatures in the area lying be- 
tween Massachusetts, Ohio and North 
Carolina. Where the Ghent hybrid azaleas 
grow satisfactorily, the Knap Hill aza- 
leas will also give a good account of 
themselves. It must be remembered that 


azaleas dislike hot sun and drought. 
Moist, well-drained soil and an open 


situation which is shielded from scorch- 
ing sun suit them best. 

They are ideal plants for a small gar- 
den, as they are reasonably tidy and com- 
pact in habit. They can grow only in 
acid soils and do not tolerate lime. A 


mulch of well-rotted leaves from time to | 


time is all the feeding they require.

Importing Plants 


American gardeners who wish to im- 
port plants direct from England must 
first obtain an import permit from the 
Import and Permit Division of the Bu- 
reau of Plant, Quarantine and Ento- 
mology, 209 River Street, Hoboken, New 
Jersey, and forward the permit number 
with the order to the nursery. March and 
October are the best times for delivery, as 
the plants will arrive at a time when the 
soil is in good condition for planting. 
They are officially inspected at the nur- 
sery and all soil removed from the roots 
before packing. Damp sphagnum moss 
and adequate aeration inside the crate 
keep them in good condition throughout 
the journey.

The buyer is strongly advised to’ plant | 


them in a coldframe for a year before 


putting them in their permanent position | 


in the garden. A well-grown azalea nor- 


mally has a ball of earth which adheres | 
to the fine roots when it is transplanted. | 


This ball is a great help to the plant 
when it is moved, as it forms a splendid 
protection for the roots. It is therefore 
a good policy to give imported plants 
controlled conditions until they have had 
time to redevelop a stout root system. 

Peat or leafmold should be added to 
the soil in which the azaleas are planted, 
and after they are planted the earth 
must be pressed into firm contact with 
the fine roots. The level of the soil 
should be at the “collar” which marks 
the junction of stem and roots. Losses 
are often suffered through too deep or too 
shallow planting. 

Since transportation costs are high, 
considerable saving can be made if sev- 
eral small orders are packed in one crate. 
Buyers who are in contact with one an- 
other are strongly advised to pool their 
orders and to appoint one as an agent and 
distributor.»

SNOWFLAME, shown on the cover, with 
moderate-sized flowers of glistening white 
without a blotch.

This variety always 
reminds me of an outsize Iceland poppy. 

When ordering, select early-, mid- 
season- and late-flowering sorts so as to 
lengthen the blooming period in your 
garden. When conditions are right, you 
may have second bloom in fall. 


Cultural Directions 


The first step in preparing a bed for 
Oriental poppies is providing excellent 
drainage. If there is any doubt about 
the .underground water draining off 
promptly, it is best to resort to a raised 
bed. Although sandy loam in which 
plenty of humus (peatmoss or other de- 
cayed organic matter) has been incor- 
porated, is considered ideal, poppies will 
grow in clay soil or even'in black muck 
soil. If you have clay, use even more 
humus and double-check the drainage. 
Poppies are not fussy about the type of 
soil in which they grow, but they do 
insist on good air circulation, so do noi 
place other perennials too close to them 
in a mixed hardy border. 

Your poppy plants will be delivered in 
August or September. Note the height 
of each variety and size of flowers, as 
well as color, before planting, and place 
each accordingly. A Wurtembergia or 
G. I. Joe placed in front of a Barr’s White 
or a Crimson Pompon would hide the lat- 
ter two completely. Don’t forget to select 
lightly shaded positions for the pastel 
tints and muted colors if you want to 
leave the flowers on the plants after open- 
ing to make a show in the garden. In 
full sun the blooms burn and fall pre- 
maturely. ,If light-colored varieties must 
be placed in a sunny spot, it is best to 
cut the flowers as soon as they open for 
indoor arrangements. Burn the tips of 
the stems to a cinder immediately after 
cutting and plunge in cool water. So 
treated, the cut poppies will last from 
three to six days. 

As soon after delivery as possible, plant 
the roots 24 inches apart each way. The 
bed should be well and deeply prepared 
and holes dug deep and wide enough to 
accommodate the roots comfortably. 
When each plant is set, the crown should 
be at least 3 inches below the soil level 
after the hole is filled in and the soil 
gently firmed down. Handle the long, 
fleshy roots carefully, for they are ex- 
tremely brittle. Mark each plant with 
a “permanent” label. Water well—not a 
mere sprinkling but a thorough. deep 
soaking applied gradually. If this un- 
covers the crown, cover it again, leaving 
a slight mound so that water and ice will 
not stand around ,it. Hill up again 
slightly for the winter just before the 
ground freezes. After the first hard 
freeze, mulch with excelsior or straw to 
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prevent heaving. After the first season 
this will not be necessary, for the strong 
roots, once established, will hold the 
plants firmly in place. 

When in growth, Oriental poppies en- 
joy a summer mulch; the crowns are 
easily injured by careless cultivation with 
a .hoe. Since the handsome, fernlike 
foliage dies back entirely after bloom, a 
summer mulch shows the gardener where 
the plants are in case the labels have 
been displaced, thus preventing damage 
to the crowns while they are dormant, 
In the fall, when new foliage appears, it 
will push up easily through the mulch. 

Spring-flowering bulbs can be planted 
in front of Oriental poppies, with the 
miniature bulbs in front and narcissus, 
hyacinths and tulips just in front of the 
poppies. Pansies, dianthus and pyre- 
thrum can be used to edge poppy beds, 
with hardy asters and chrysanthemums 
planted behind the poppies. 

If you want to increase your stock of 
Oriental poppies, you can do so by dig- 
ging plants in late July or August which 
have been in three or four years. Dig a 
hole 18 inches deep on one side of the 
plant, gently freeing the exposed roots 
from adhering soil. From this exposed 
side a few 6- or 8-inch root cuttings can 
be taken. Then replace the soil without 
loosening or exposing the roots on the 


other side of the plant. If you wish to | 


dig the entire plant, cut down to a depth 
of 18 inches around the entire plant and 
lift it out carefully. Then gently loosen 
the roots from the soil with a rod or stake, 
take as many 6- or 8-inch root cuttings as 
you wish from the roots and reset the old

enough to have formed several crowns, 
these can be cut apart to make several 
plants. To make two plants from one, 
dig down about 8 inches below the sur- 
face around the crown, cut off the main 
roots about 6 inches below the crown and 
refill the hole, leaving the lower roots 
where they are. Then replant the crown 
with its 6-inch roots, with the top 3 inches 
underground. 

Since root cuttings planted in August 
usually bloom the following summer, it 
can be seen that home propagation as- 
sures the home gardener of a good stock 
of plants at moderate cost.

West Coast

ITH rising food prices, many West 
Coast gardeners are now growing 
their own vegetables. No matter 
how poor the soil, it is always possible 
to find some hardy flowering plant that 
can “take it.” But not so with vegetables, 
for they are pampered things used to 
Unless you give them 
good soil and the amount of water they

need, your seeds and labor are wasted 
and you will end up, after all, at the 
greengrocer's. 

Here are a few suggestions for the 
timorous amateur who is about to start 
his first kitchen garden. There’s nothing 
like compost for frisking up growth and 
producing tender vegetables. If you do 
not have a compost pile, start one right 
now. Meanwhile, enrich your soil with 
Work the ground deeply. 
for many vegetables have long roots. In 


old manure. 


the warmest sections, it is too late to put 
in spring greens and leafy crops such as 
cabbage, cauliflower and spinach, but 
there are plenty of other vegetables to 
take up the space until September, when 
the winter garden should go in. 

Use only the vegetables which are 
suited to your climate. Plan your whole 
garden before sowing seed or putting in 
seedlings. [Have a variety of vegetables 
rather than too much of any one kind. 
Crop them as soon as they are ready and 
put in another lot. Do not sow seed too 
thickly or too deeply. Keep all freshly 
sown seed moist until germination. Alter- 
nate plants with spreading roots and 
those with narrow, deep roots. Plan 
your garden so that tall vegetables will 
not shade low ones. 


Southern California 


This is the month for sowing beans, 
corn, cucumbers, okra and squash and 
for putting in pepper plants and egg- 
plant. Tomatoes grow well in all West 
Coast climates except the Fog Belt. Last 
year, however, was a sad one for the 
Pacific Coast tomato grower and the rea- 
sons are numerous as well as contradic- 
tory. 

Delay planting tomatoes until nights 
are warm, for cold nights will cause bud 
drop. .Unless the home garden is very 
large, tomato plants should be pruned and 
trained up stakes or against a fence; an 
unpruned, sprawling plant takes up a 
great deal of room. Pruning means 
nipping out the side shoots at least as far 
up the stem as the third cluster of bloom.

Southern Gardens 


By JULIA LESTER DILLON 


RIGHT skies and balmy breezes 
bring out the soft, rich colors of iris 
and the striking tones of hemero- 

callis, with madonna and centifolium hy- 
brid lilies adding their loveliness to the 
garden tapestry. 


VIOLETS, which have given fragrant 
blooms since October, are now ready to 
be lifted and transplanted, after dividing, 
into new positions. Keep them as far as 
possible from azalea beds, for they are 
hosts to the red spider, which threatens 
azaleas, 


SEEDS of  fall-blooming annuals 
should be sown now. Cosmos is available 
in many new types. Try the new Torch 
tithonia, if you have room, for a tall 
background planting of astonishing bril- 
liance. Be careful in blending colors, 
so that you achieve a harmonious effect. 


HARDY ASTER and chrysanthemum 
plantings should be finished soon and 
seed sown now for spring bloom. 
beras sown in seed flats now will be ready 
to move into permanent positions in about 
six weeks. Last year these offered radiant 
flowers from August until the severe cold 
of late November cut them down.

ROSES of all kinds have given their 
beauty and fragrance for many weeks. 
To keep them in flower be sure to cut 
the dead flower stems regularly and often. 
leave two clusters of leaves below this 
cut, for then a new flower stalk will 
quickly develop. Climbers also need this 
care. The clustered climbers such as 
American Beauty. Paul’s Scarlet, Jacotte 
and Chaplin’s Pink Climber will reward 
you with recurring blooms. You will find 
this treatment rewarding with Dr. Van 
Fleet also. 


SPRAYING of roses and other plants 
must be started at once. With warmer 
weather come aphids, red spider and 
blackspot. Spray azaleas with nicotine 
sulphate, 1 or 2 tablespoonsful to a gallon 
of water to which a handful of soap flakes 
has been added. This treatment in May 
often gives the plants protection until 
September, but if pests reappear. use it 
again as called for. Roses need spraying 
often. When the weather gets warm, this 
should be done before the sun is high 
or after the shadows fall in the late after- 
noon, Start spraying now and continue 
it regularly.

Weathervane notes on_ best-variety 

polls and the like set me to think- 
ing about other ways in which the samp- 
ling or popularity poll technique might be 
made to serve the cause of gardening. 

Suppose, as a starter, it were used to 
approach a subject merely from a dif- 
ferent point of view. Instead of asking 
experts which of the existing varieties 
of iris, chrysanthemums or daylilies they 
like best, suppose we were to ask plain 
ordinary gardeners what kinds of iris, 
mums or daylilies they’d most like plant 
breeders to develop. 

Quite likely a poll of that sort, badly 
directed, would turn up all kinds of 
foolish suggestions that’d waste every- 
one’s time and do no one any good. 
Properly directed, though, I dare say it 
would uncover some decidedly interest- 
ing information that could be made to 
serve a really useful purpose. 

In this instance, of course. the ulti- 
mate objective would be to help direct 
plant breeding and selection toward defi- 
nite goals—goals, that is, which already 
exist in the minds of people who buy 
or refuse to buy the plants that breeders 
breed. 


NE important question which might 

be at least partly cleared up by such 
an inquiry would be whether most gar- 
deners put greater stock in novelty of 
color, form, size, ete., or in what might 
be called growability—a plant’s ability 
to grow without pampering under ordi- 
nary conditions. Among true hobbyists 
and specialists, we know that novelty of 
any kind whatever is extremely impor- 
tant. But whether it’s of major or minor 
consideration among rank-and-filers 
there’s really no telling. And we can't 
be sure, either, how much importance 
they actually attach to a plant’s grow- 
ability. 

In roses and mums, for instance, do 
most “average” gardeners want disease 
immunity and hardiness more than they 
want larger and different colored flowers? 
In annuals, would they prefer more va- 
rieties that would flower well in the 


month’s 





Me nae 


shade or more that would look “better” 
than the ones they now have? In house 
plants, would they think more of an 
African violet’s or begonia’s tolerance 
of poor light and low humidity than of 
its novelty of leaf or flower? 

It seems to me that both breeders and 
gardeners could profit handsomely from 


the information that such an inquiry 
might bring to light. 
HICH reminds me, too, that I’ve 


often’ wondered about the possibility 
of a well-directed inquiry into the vari- 
ous reasons why people garden. I don’t 
mean why they choose to garden instead 
of to play bridge, crochet, sing, fish, 
golf or collect birds’ eggs. That'd be for 
psychologists. What I’d like to know 
is what’ percentage of gardeners garden 
because they love plants—all plants— 
and collect and grow as many species 
and varieties as possible, without much 
regard to landscape artistry. color 
schemes, etc.; what percentage are spe- 
cialists, devoting most if not all of their 
gardening time to roses, dahlias, glads 
or what have you and growing them well- 
nigh to perfection; what percentage gar- 
den mainly for the purpose of beautifying 
their home grounds, who are concerned 
more with the over-all effect than with 
individual plants; and so on.

Wild Flower 
Preserve 


Many species have been naturalized 
on what was once untillable acreage

TP in the hills of central Connecticut at Woodbury is a 
lovely wild flower preserve. A year ago September, when 
I first visited it, only asters and goldenrod were in bloom. 
Yet, | could tell from the existing plants that it would be a 
wonderful sight in the spring. Glimpses of the leaves and fruit 
of Clintonia borealis, the berries of trillium and other plants 
I recognized awakened in me a great desire to return the 
following May. 

All winter I dreamed of its delights. In the meantime, I had 
corresponded with the owner, Frank G. Shinn, an industrial 
engineer now retired, who suggested that I come to Woodbury 
about May 25. Of course the spring of 1950 was a strange one 
and all blooming dates were contrary and unpredictable. On 
a beautiful May Saturday, however, my dream came true and 
I spent the day there with Mr. Shinn. 

As he conducted me through the preserve, it seemed to me 
to be a living wild flower book where from April to November 
one could leaf over pages and see a constant succession of 
smiling blossom faces. From skunk cabbage and hepatica to 
witchhazel, there could be something new to see every day. 
Of the 70 acres comprising his property, 25 are devoted to the 
wild flower preserve. Every kind of terrain, exposure and soil 
is to be found here—water, swampy places, damp mossy 
ground, meadows, hills, valleys, rocky slopes, ravines, hard 
oak forest and stands of pine and birch. 
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Today, judicious landscaping has filled in the gaps, softened 
all harsh lines. Many wild beauties have been coaxed to make 


We entered the preserve after crossing a murmuring brook 
shaded by trees. To the right of it is a view upstream to a 
waterfall. Violets and painted trilliums were rife along its 
edges. Parallel with the water course at a higher elevation 
are three pools fed by a hillside spring. Our first stop was 
at the lowest and nearest pool. Here golden-club (Orontium 
aquaticum) was in full bloom, its yellow spikes a decorative 
accent against the floating spatterdock, Nuphar advena. Arrow 
arum (Peltandra virginica) graced the edges with its orna- 
mental leaves. Later, arrowhead (Sagittaria latifotia), with its 
lovely three-petaled white flowers and golden stamens, would 
be much in evidence. In the pool is a little island where a 
pitcher plant (Sarracenia purpurea) grows at the water's 
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themselves at home in this serenely lovely setting. Frank G. Shinn has studied their 


needs and preferences and has been successful in duplicating 


edge. Its large size shows how well it likes its location. It 
would bloom later, as well as its near relative, the yellow- 
flowered Sarracenia flava. 

About 3 feet above the lowest pool is the middle pool, which 
is populated by a large colony of cat-tails (Typha latifolia) 
with clumps of cinnamon ferns at its borders. Several years 
ago a single plant of Iris cristata was rooted between a tree 
and two clumps of fern, It has now spread to a circular group 
of plants 6 feet in diameter. Near this spot, turkey beard 
(Xerophyllum asphodeloides) would soon be accompanied by 


bearberry (Arctostaphylos uva-ursi), stagger bush (Lyonia 
mariana) and pyxie moss (Pyxidanthera barbulata). A colony 
of sheep laurel (Kalmia angustifolia) also grows at this point. 


Ferns, violets and trillium deck the 
banks of a brook below the waterfall. 
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A community of plants prospers in the 


their natural habitat. soft shade of a grove of gray birches. 


The third pool also has cat-tails, with masses of torget-me- 
nots (Myosotis scorpioides) at the edges. Many other plants 
dwell here, but of particular note are the cardinal and blue 
lobelias, which revel in the wet ground and grow to huge pro- 
portions. To the right of this pool is the head of the brook 
flowing from the waterfall. Near this spot many species of 
wild flowers and ferns make their home. 

Our next objective was the birch area, about 100 yards up 
a little hill. On the way I was shown one of the handsomest 
wild geraniums in my recollection. In a little grove, probably 


10 by 60 feet in size, there are some 25 to 30 clumps of gray 
birches. In the pleasant, soft shade of their new leaves, | 


found many species of wild flowers growing most contentedly 
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A single plant of Iris cristata rooted between a tree and 
two cinnamon ferns has now spread to a circle 6 feet across. 


Painted trilliums spring up along the edges of the tree-shaded Bird’s-foot violets thrive in the birch garden where they 
brook. The three-lobed white blossoms are veined with purple. have less competition from grasses and other vegetation.

and, from all outward appearances. they are prospering. 

[ was particularly impressed by a little community of plants 
—foamflower (Tiarella cordifolia), Solomon’s-seal (Poly- 
gonatum biflorum), false Solomon’s-seal (Smilacina race- 
mosa), cut-leaved toothwort (Dentaria laciniata), a young 
wild geranium (Geranium maculatum), a young jack-in-the- 
pulpit (Arisaema triphyllum), bishop’s-cap (Mitella diphylla) 
and maidenhair fern. Never before had I seen so many species 
growing so close together, all nestled in a circle barely 2 feet 
in diameter. . 

Near this happy family group were several exquisite plants 
of the showy orchis (Orchis spectabilis). Close by, several 
nodding trilliums—Trillium cernuum at its best and Trillium 
grandiflorum somewhat past its prime—vied for attention with 
shooting stars (Dodecatheon meadia) and many clumps of 
bird’s-foot violets (Viola pedata) and the bicolored variation. 
I was loathe to leave this lovely spot, but another surprise 
awaited me in the pine grove, for | found a colony of painted 
trilliums (Trillium undulatum), growing out of the pine 
needles. Further along we came to the slope where the fringed 
polygala (Polygala paucifolia), grows in abundance. Its 
flowers, though tiny, are attractive in form and color. 

Returning to our starting point, we entered the lush meadow 
through which the brook continues its journey. There we 
found masses of blue Phlox divaricata and pink creeping Phlox 
subulata. Where the ground begins to rise out of the meadow, 
near the edges of the slope, were groups of foamflower, false 
Solomon’s-seal, Clintonia borealis. Cypripedium pubescens and 


bishop’s-cap growing next to masses of maidenhair fern, also 


ginger, galax, shortia, wintergreen and a variety of trilliums. 
Thus ended this unforgettable day in May. But to photograph 
the intriguing pitcher plants in bloom was my next objective, 
and on June 13 I came again to Woodbury. The yellow- 
flowered trumpet, Sarracenia flava, is not a species native to 
New England. It is rarely found growing wild north of

Here’s how to select and plant 
tall bearded iris for color harmony 


and outstanding garden effect 


By FRED W. CASSEBEER, (N. Y.) 


HE home building boom has bred 

hundreds of thousands of potential 

cvardeners—some with a natural en- 
thusiasm and others with merely the de- 
sire to plant “something” which will add 
to the general attractiveness of the 
house. Since the average home plot is 
rather small, novice gardeners have the 
problem of purchasing plant material 
which will create the maximum effect. 

When it comes to flowers, none can 
more adequately fill this need than tall 
bearded iris. Only a few clumps, strate- 
gically placed, are required to put on a 
“show” in a small garden in late May 
and early June. 

It is not without. reason that tall 
bearded iris have been called the “poor 
man’s orchid.” for the exquisite beauty 
and airy grace. and even form, bear a 
strong resemblance to the orchid. Ease

Before planting iris, it is important to 
visualize them in bloom and to plan the 
effects you wish to achieve even before 
the first rhizome is purchased. An in- 
teresting way to plant them is in small 
clumps of about three rhizomes of one 
variety at some focal point in the garden, 
near the house, against a fence or gar- 
den gate or in front of a flowering shrub 
which blooms at the same time. These 
clumps may be planted by themselves or 
in combination with clumps of two or 
three other varieties in order to achieve a 
specific color effect. However, in choos- 
ing varieties, it is important to remember 
that iris placed near each other must 
bloom at the same time and preferably

Meet the Aril Iris 


They'll bring to your garden the enchantment 


of exotic storybook lands of the Far East 


By ROSALIE CLAIRE NORTON 


S the iris season nears its peak, our 
iris garden, Shangri-La, near Kent, 
Washington, in the foothills of the 

mighty Cascade range, is in its full glory. 
On clear days Mt. Rainier looks close 
enough to reach out and touch. Its snow- 
capped peak and the luxuriant growth 
of pines and firs inspired the name of 
Shangri-La, and, since I am a lover of 
all things Oriental, I have sought to 
bring some of the atmosphere of the 
storybook lands of the Far East into my 
garden with unusual iris from faraway 
lands. 

In addition to bearded, Siberian and 
kaempferi iris, our garden includes three 
types of rare aril iris. These alone of all 
the iris have seeds with white collars or 
arils.

How to Select 
Hand Tools

OU can’t garden effectively without the preper hand tools. 
Yet when it comes to the selection of necessary tools the 
beginner is often at a loss. to choose from the endless array 
of gadgets, accessories and “time-savers” that confront him. 
With litthe more than enthusiasm as a guide he is led into 
buying tools which, for the most part, have a rather limited use. 

The best yardstick to apply to garden tools is to first con- 
sider the extent of the garden operation, then fit the tools not 
only to these operations but also to one’s capacity. Don’t invest 
in heavy tools if the general scheme doesn’t call for them or 
if you are unable to handle them. The next consideration is 
to choose tools that, where possible, will perform more than 
one task. Gardening is a true craft and has tools basic to its 
best performance. It is among these basic tools, which have 
changed little over the years, that you will find those that are 
most serviceable. 

Tools of the soil arc basic to all gardening. Foremost among 
these are a spade and a spading or digging fork. The modern 
spade is a well-balanced tool ranging in size from the bantam- 
weight for ladies up to the heavy nursery tool weighing over 
5 pounds. In between is the light steel tool with a straight 
12-inch blade that is ideal for general garden work. Also 
popular among gardeners is the 10-inch “Floral;” this has a 
curved blade. Either of these is useful for digging around 
trees and shrubs, transplanting, turning over soil, trenching, 
root pruning, and covering large seeds, bulbs and roots. The

The Value of 
Power Equipment 


By NORMAN H. FOOTE

HE development of power equipment suitable for the 
home garden has done much to make gardening more 
enjoyable. Nowadays it is but a simple matter for one 

person to care for a larger area, do a better job and have 
more fun in the bargain than was possible without powe: 
equipment. Many firms have continued to improve their prod- 
ucts so that today good equipment, well suited to most needs. 
may be selected by the home gardener. 

The one- or two-wheeled power hoe with a small air-cooled 
gasoline engine is the simplest piece of home garden power 
equipment, Its work is limited primarily to cultivating or 
light seed bed preparation. Larger one-wheeled models will. 
of course. do more work, even mowing the lawn. 

The standard two-wheeled walking tractors are still the 
most popular, but there is a growing desire to have a machine 
to ride on. Some have attachments so the operator can ride 
while doing certain types of work such as cultivating, mow- 
ing or plowing; however, if a 1144 horsepower garden tractor 
has to pull a man it stands to reason that the tractor cannot 
much other work at the same time. On the market 
there are a number of three- and four-wheeled small 
riding tractors from about five horsepower up. .Some of these 
are built close to the ground and are not adapted to all types 
of cultivation, but they do a fine job of plowing, harrowing. 
mowing and hauling. Others capable of tougher jobs are 
more like small farm tractors and, naturally, cost more.

Help from the birds 


Efforts to attract them will be amply repaid in insect destruction

O many a gardener May is the month 
of finest flowering, when foliage is 
fresh with varicolored greens and 
blossoms are of infinitely delicate forms 
and hues. But hand in hand with this 
wealth of loveliness inevitably appear, in 





unending procession, hordes of the gar- 
dener’s chief enemy—insects. 

Cutworms, caterpillars. thrips, spiders, 
grasshoppers. beetles, bugs, scales and 
weevils—in fiendish variety and distribu- 
tion these insects arise to plague the

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gardener. But in his constant war 
against insect depredation he has a 
natural, often disregarded, ally in the 
birds. In fact, say entomologists. suc- 
cessful agriculture would be impossible 
without the aid of birds in destroying 
insects and weed seeds. 

The benefits conferred by birds upon 
the gardener rest upon the specific needs 
and inherent qualities of the birds them- 
selves. Consider their need to consume 
tremendous quantities of food to main- 
tain life and the additional demand 
created each year by the hundreds of 
thousands of nestlings which must be 
fed an insect diet during their early life. 
Fortunately for us this is at a time when 
insects are at flood tide. 

Certain birds have highly specialized 
faculties. As two examples of specializa- 
tion. one might cite the predatory hawks 
and owls, with their phenomenal sight, 
powerful, silent wings and formidable 
talons. These features have been evolved 
to enable these birds to seize the mice, 
rats and shrews which make up much 
of their food and, incidentally. are such 
pests to men. Smaller, more common 
and easily attracted birds such as the 
thrush. robin. bluebird, swallow, finch, 
wren and many others have equally 
effective specialized facilities which can

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Pep Up Your Rock Garden! 


Is your rock garden dull and uninteresting after spring

Here’s how to enliven it

66 OCK beautiful in 
May and June, but after that they 
look so dull!” Haven't you heard 

that remark or thought the same thing? 

Rock gardens are in their glory dur- 

ing these two months, but they need not 
lack beauty the remaining ten months 
of the year. In a well planned rock 
garden, there is always beauty of line, a 
sense of strength and stability from the 
rocks, a rocks and 
plants and a play of light and shadow. As 
the floral display wanes, the forms of the 
individual plants become evident; the 
patterns, and textures of their 
foliage command attention. With careful 
selection and proper placement of plant 
material, interest can be kept alive in 
the rock garden practically the year 
round.

During these early months, alyssum, 
arabis, armeria. 
dianthus,

Dianthus deltoides and D. gratiano- 
politanus graciously carry over into July 
if the faded flowers are promptly re- 
moved. The named varieties, Bobby, 
Little Joe and Sammy, will continue 
to flower intermittently until November, 
provided their blooms are picked before 
they go to seed. Campanulas likewise 
furnish refreshing flowers in midsummer. 
C. carpatica blooms from late June 
through September, and the beautiful C. 
porscharskyana Elizabeth Hollister Frost 
hears its silvery white. star-shaped 
from June until August. It is 
especially beautiful cascading down the 
side of a wall near a pool.

Sedums are an obliging group, for 
they are effective among rock crevices 
whether in or out of flower and need little 
care. Most of them require only ordi- 
nary garden soil and full sun. Sedum 
nevi, a native eastern species, also does 





well in light shade. Its pinkish-gray 
leaves remain attractive from the time 


they appear in April until they vanish 
late in the fall. In June, the plant is 
starred with dainty white flowers.  S. 
middendorfianum makes a fine clump of 
narrow, toothed dark green leaves bright- 
ened in July by yellow flowers. S. kam- 
tschaticum follows with rich yellow 
flowers in August; its leaves stay a re- 
freshing light green all season. But the 
most beautiful of the sedums, in my esti- 
mation, is S. sieboldi. The rounded, 
fleshy leaves, borne singly along grace- 
fully arching stems, are a bluish green, 
tinged at the edge with pink. which is 
especially noticeable in the fall. The flat 
heads of pink dress up 
rocks in September and October. 
Everyone is familiar with the 3-foot 
coreopsis of the perennial border, but

in other seasons 


few are aware of the low-growing core- 
opsis, C. auriculata. Above tidy clumps 
of basal leaves, some of them evergreen, 


are lifted all 
summer long on wiry, 8-inch stems, C. 


the golden yellow “daisies” 
auriculata likes well-drained, loamy soil 
and performs better in light shade than in 
full sun. 

Gypsophila Bristol Fairy of perennial 
border fame also has charming relatives 
for the rock garden. G. repens and G. 
repens bodgersi carry their airy sprays 
of white flowers above mats of bluish- 
green leaves throughout most of the sum- 
mer. G. fratensis. of somewhat more 
trailing habit, produces sprays of clear 
pink flowers in June and July and again 
in September. 

Gypsophila fratensis is a pretty com- 
panion for the delightful Aster alpinus. 
This produces lavender-blue flowers on 
8-inch stems above a clump of hairy 
green leaves throughout June and July. 
Another July-blooming aster is A. meritus 
from the Dakota prairies. It wants full 
sun and well-drained soil and when 
gzrown under such conditions covers itself 


with violet flowers. From the same part 
of the country and liking similar condi- 
tions is A. kumlieni, which forms a low, 
broad mat of color in September.

Weights and Measures 
for Gardeners 


By CHARLES H. CONNORS

FLower Grower’s Ready-Reference Chart No. 11 was 
compiled especially to help gardeners solve perplexing 
problems of mixing insecticides, fungicides, fertilizers and 
soils. Often insecticide or fungicide mixing directions are 
given in quantities that are too large to suit the needs of 
the home gardener. A typical problem is how to mix up 
a quart of insecticide by following directions given for 
sprayers of 10-gallon capacity. Or, perhaps instructions 
for spreading fertilizer say to apply 500 pounds to the 
acre when the home gardener is interested in the quantity 
for a few square feet of back yard. And, as every house 
plant fan knows, the right soil mixture in a few pots on 
the window sill can spell the difference between failure 
and success. 

It is important to be accurate in mixing insecticides, 
fungicides, fertilizers and soils in any quantity. This table 
of weights and measures shows how you can break down 
or increase any liquid or dry measure by using simple 
containers such as tin cans, flower pots and measuring 
spoons or bushel baskets, pails and wheelbarrows. 

With the growing season now getting under way, it 
might be wise to keep this chart handy—you'll find it 
useful throughout the entire year.

May Pointers 


Tips for Northern Gardeners 


By P. J. McKENNA, (N. Y.) 


T’S tulip time now, as we near the 
threshold of summer, What your gar- 

den will bring forth in the coming 
months will depend upon how your earlier 
plans mature and upon your May and 
June plans for sowing and planting. The 
full force of the growing season is here. 
Take advantage of the plant growth urge 
now; you won’t make up for it later. Get 
all the plants in that you planned to in- 
clude and sow those seeds that are 
seasonal. 

There is, of course, a wide variation of 
climatic conditions within our northern 
area. In some sections early spring 
planting is just beginning, while in. others 
even tender plants may now be set out. 
In general. hardy and semihardy plants 
may be put in at once, the more tender 
plants a little later in relation to the 
prevalence of late frosts. Your county 
agent or agricultural college will be 
glad to inform you of avetage frost dates. 

Bare root plants, shrubs or _ trees, 
should be set out before the foliage ap- 
pears. After this shows it is too late to 
plant many of these unless they are dug 
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with a ball of soil or given extra atten- 
tion such as overhead spraying until 
they catch hold. If your shrubs or trees 
are already showing foliage when you 
buy them you had better cut them back 
drastically, especially the shrubs. In 
the case of shade trees, cut the laterals 
but not the leader if you want to have 
a shapely tree. 

Fruit trees may be cut back also. The 
idea is to conserve as much moisture as 
possible in the remaining buds. If a 
shrub looks dry, immerse it in water for 
a day or two. The long thong-like roots 
of fruit trees and other trees may be cut 
back somewhat to encourage the forma- 
tion of feeder roots, In planting fruit 
trees, dig the hole ample enough to ac- 
commodate the root spread. See that 
the graft union of a dwarf fruit tree is 
well above the soil level when set, Spread 
the roots out and work in and around 
them a mixture of good soil, peatmoss 
and superphosphate, 2 pounds of the 
latter per tree. Firm soil and water 
heavily. 

What you will sow and plant in the 


way of vegetables will depend upon your 
region. But in most sections tomatoes, 
eggplant and peppers, the most suscep- 
tible to cold, can be set out this month. 
Where it is too soon for these, cabbage, 
cauliflower, broccoli, all of which need 
lime. can be set out, along with lettuce. 
In setting out plants, use a piece of 
stiff paper around the stems at the june- 
ture with the soil to ward off cutworms. 

It goes without saying that the soil for 
all of these should be fertile. Do not use 
raw compost. For spaced crops like to- 
matoes, cabbage, etc., make up the fol- 
lowing mixture: To a 10-quart pail of 
peatmoss or commercial humus, add 3 
pounds of dried cow or sheep manure, 
114% pounds of steamed bonemeal, 2 
pounds of 5-10-5 fertilizer and 2 table- 
spoons full ground limestone or 1 table- 
spoon of builders’ lime. When planting, 
place one or two trowelsful of this mix- 
ture in the hole and mix thoroughly with 
the soil; then plant. When sowing seed, 
place a light layer of this mixture in the 
drill and mix before sowing. 

If your tomato plants are lanky, open 
a shallow trench and when you have cov- 
ered the roots lay the stem along the 
trench and cover to the first leaf; then 
tie the top upright to a stake. Roots will 
form along the buried stem. 

If the soil has warmed up sufficiently, 
seeds of the more tender vegetables can 
go in this month: snap beans, lima 
beans, corn, squash, cucumbers and other 
vine crops. Corn and snap beans will 
germinate even if the soil is a little cold, 
but lima beans or the vine crops will not.

We Learned to Grow Mums in Oklahoma 


ORE than fifteen years ago, the 
members of my garden club in 
Oklahoma, the Ragged Robin, de- 
cided to study and grow chrysanthemums 
—not merely the hardy garden types but 
the commercials and exhibition types as 
well. We had been told that, because of 
the soil in Norman, the dry summers 
(also many dry spring and fall seasons) 
and the sodium content of the water, 
few plants of any kind would grow here. 
Even the rudiments of chrysanthemum 
culture were unknown to us. But we 
easily discouraged, and 
“stepped in where angels fear to tread.” 
At first we ordered whatever sounded 
best in the catalogues. These were the 
plants described in the most glowing 
terms. If the purse could stand the ex- 
pense, or if we thought we could get 
away with feeding the family hash for a 
few more meals, we sent away for them. 
Soon. however, we realized our ignor- 
ance. About this time we acquired a new 
member who had grown mums in an- 
other part of the state and started the

plan of study we still carry out, with 
some alterations. 

We lived chrysanthemums the year 
around. During the growing season we 
cared for our plants and studied better 
cultural methods. Through the winter 
we studied new varieties and classifica- 
tions and read what the experts had to 
say. In late years we have held round- 
table discussions. 

We have learned that chrysanthemums 
are shallow-rooted, that they are cool- 
climate plants and must therefore have 
cool soil and that they drink “oceans” 
of water and must never be allowed to 
dry out. On the other hand, we have 
learned that they can be given too big 
an “ocean,” which will cause wilting and 
other troubles. We have learned that 
they like rich soil, but that the foliage 
and blossoms can be burned with too 
much food. 

We have also learned that the large, 
perfect-shaped, perfect-textured blossoms 
do not just “grow,” even after the above 
needs have been provided. We had to 


disbud plants by picking dozens and 
dozens of little buds, leaving only one 
bud on the tip of each stem to develop 
into a fine, large flower. Too-many stems 
should not be grown to a plant. Buds 
had to be pinched from each leaf axil be- 
fore they were even the size of a pea. 
We found that the plants were more crisp 
and brittle in early morning, and buds 
could be removed with less likelihood of 
pinching too many. We also found that 
new buds appeared overnight as if by 
magic, making disbudding a never-end- 
ing task.

UST walking through gardens is a nice

To make reading easy, 
the letters should be at least 14 inch high. 


Plant Growing Contest 


A member of the Wilmington, Ohio, 
Garden Club saised @ lot of African vio- 
Jets from seed she obtained by pollinat- 
ing her flowers. She “farmed out” sev- 
eral hundred seedlings to club members, 
with the understanding that if they turned 
out in any way unusual she could have 
a few leaves. At the end of a year. the 
club staged an African violet show in 
the county courthouse. There were sev- 
eral hundred excellent plants including 
named varieties as well as seedlings. This 
idea could be tried with many other 
plants.

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early evening tours in Central Park. 
James G. Esson, former editor of The 
Gardener’s Chronicle, will conduct strolls 
through the park to identify and discuss 
the plant materials found there. Many 
New Yorkers check the plant material in 
Central Park as if it were their own. 
These Wednesday evening “walks in the 
park” will be followed by discussion in 
the Society’s library. 

Members of the Men’s Garden Club of 
New York hold monthly luncheon meet- 
ings where they share experiences in the 
best gardening practices. They have 
named their bulletin The Compost Heap. 
A great deal of valuable information is 
exchanged at their meetings if the topics 
discussed at luncheon are any criterion. 
F. F. Rockwell has discussed “Earth, 
Pots, Tools” and Frederick Cassebeer 
has discussed iris. A talk on “Germinat- 
ing Lilies from Seeds” was given by For- 
rest E. Kendall and one on “Plant Ger- 
mination” by J. H. Beale. Dr. Albert 
Irving talked about transplanting seed- 
lings and P. J. McKenna, staff horticul- 
turist of Flower Grower, explained 
how to prevent damping off. 

Of course not all of Manhattan’s gar- 
deners are organized into garden clubs. 
There are many city gardeners whose in- 
terests range from a lone sansevieria on 
a fire escape to vegetable plots on East 
End Avenue. the formal backvard gar- 
dens off Park Avenue, informal court- 
yards in Greenwich Village and _ lofty 
penthouse terraces on Fifth Avenue. 
One must look up to see how garden- 
minded the New Yorker really is. 

Garden club members of 41 states have 
contributed traditional stories of gar- 
dening by the pioneers in a book com- 
piled by the National Council of State 
Clubs. “Early American Gardens.” Mrs. 
Leonard B. Slosson of Los Angeles. presi- 
dent of the Council, has made a record 
number of trips across the country and 
has been instrumental in assembling this 
history. She points out that plant mate- 
rials which thrived in the East and were 
cherished and carried west by the early 
settlers were often not adaptable to the 
climate into which they were trans- 
planted. This led to all manner of ex- 
perimentation. Many plants had to be 
abandoned entirely; many new ones were 
established and have thrived. 

The National Council of State Clubs 
will hold its annual meeting June 24-28 
in Missoula. Mont. Following the meet- 
ing, a group of club members and dele- 
cates will visit Glacier National Park.

Ailing African Violets

Crown rot in African violets can be 

caused by several conditions: overwater- 

ing, too much fertilizer applied when the 

plants are on the dry side, or keeping 

them too cold in the winter. As the or- 
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ganism is already in the soil. sterilization 
of the soil will help. Crown rot is often 
confused with nematode infection, but 
they are two entirely different things.

Crown rot in African violets is usually 
caused by too much water, especially in 
summer when the soil doesn’t dry out 
rapidly. The best treatment to cut 
away all the rotted portion and some of 
the leaves and insert the stub in moist 
vermiculite or water.

For salpiglossis add humus such as 
peatmoss or leafmold to the soil if it is 
heavy. Mix the tiny seeds with sand 
and sow in rows or broadcast on top of 
soil. Do not cover; pat them in by 
hand or with a board. They may be 
covered with burlap, but this should be 
removed when they germinate. I do 
not find this necessary but I keep the 
soil moist at all times. They will self- 
sow if allowed to produce seed. I put 
a light mulch over them in the fall.— 
Mrs. Leo Stack (Ind.) 


I have raised salpiglossis for several 
years with good success by planting the 
seeds in open ground where they are to 
bloom after any danger of frost has 
passed. Keep them covered with grass 
or straw until they come up, then thin 
if they are too thick in the row. They 
do not transplant well—Mnrs.

You were doing all right with your 
salpiglossis until you planted them in 
your garden.

common from Virginia south. Mr. Shinn 
has successfully naturalized this species 
and it has proven to be exceptionally 
hardy. It was originally planted on the 
opposite side of the pool where its roots 
were destroyed by muskrats. However, 
some of the seeds germinated and pros- 
pered across the pool where it seems to 
be well established. 

To take its picture was a problem. As 
its flowers faced the pool, I realized I 
must wade into the water to take the 
photograph, After being assured that no 
leeches frequented the pool. although 
several water snakes and snapping turtles 
call it home, I willingly removed shoes 
and socks and waded in, walking on the 
muddy bottom to reach the proper posi- 
tion. The other pitcher plants. Sarracenia 
purpurea, with their deep maroon blos- 
soms. likewise faced the pool. 
wading was 


Here no 
necessary, however, as a 
telephoto lens brought the plants within 
shooting distance. 

Since studying 


and_ photographing 
these two species. 


I have learned that 
botanical artists often take liberties with 
these subjects. M[Mlustrations usually show 
perfect pitchers and trumpets on the 
same plant with the flowers in full bloom, 
but they do not grow that way. The 
yellow species flowers long before its 
trumpets are mature. The red S. pur- 
purea blooms when the old rusty pit- 
chers are still to be seen and the new 
ones are quite small. green and immature. 
The red pitcher plant was raised from 
seed planted on the banks of the pool, 
although others in its vicinity were 
destroyed by muskrats. This one sur- 
vived because it is rooted among stones 
where rodents cannot get at the roots. 


Other Wild Plants 


That day in June I saw a number of 
other interesting plants in bloom, among 
them specimens of wild ginger, Asarum 
canadense and A. virginicum, a ‘soxtheen 
species. This particular plant was re- 
markable for the number of flowers at 
its base. As spring was quite late, some 
beautiful moccasin-flowers (Cypripedium 
acaule) were still in bloom. One in 
particular, with four lovely blossoms, 
could not be resisted as a photographic 
subject. Then, too, there were the pink 
blossoms of Silene caroliniana (S. penn- 
sylvanica) and the deep crimson ones 
of Silene virginica. Of course, during 
the interval between my two visits. many 
wild flowers had bloomed and were gone; 
yet many were still to come. among them 
turkey beard and sheep laurel. 

This remarkable wild flower preserve 
had its beginning about 1930, when Mr. 
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Shinn began to spend his weekends and 
vacations in Woodbury. Ten years be- 
fore, he had bought the 70-acre farm on 
what was then a dirt road almost im- 
passable in spring. Its previous owner 
had not been able to make the farm 
pay, as much of the land was practically 
untillable. Now that he has retired, he 
intends to devote full time to the further 
development of this garden. 


Beginning Operations 


Born in Lakehurst, New Jersey, Mr. 
Shinn spent his early boyhood in the 
vicinity of the pine barrens, and his 
interesi in wild flowers, begun in those 
years, has never waned. On the Wood- 
bury farm was a 28-acre woodlot on a 
high hill which slopes down to the brook. 
Here he spent much of his time at all 
seasons investigating the wild flowers to 
be found there. 
years, 
every 
type 


In the course of several 

he found in that section almost 
species of flower native to that 
of New England location. .The 
woodlot, however, was located at the far 
end of the farm, and Mr. Shinn decided 
that he would like to bring the wild 
flowers nearer. About 200 yards from 
the house runs a brook, the upper end of 
which had been dammed to create a mill- 
pond. Because of the terrain, this sec- 
tion of the farm was almost useless for 
any farming purpose, so he decided to 
make it into an ideal home for his be- 
loved wild flowers. 

In order to create conditions suitable 
for aquatic plants, he brought water down 
from a hillside spring to pass through 
three pools at different levels. Rising 
above the pools is a hillside of about 9 
acres covered with sumac, brush and 
brambles. This section was cleared and 
planted with evergreens—2.000 little 
trees yearly for four years. During the 
first six years it was necessary to mow 
around these “little fellows” to keep them 
from being smothered by wild growth. 
but after this time they had grown large 
enough to get their heads high into the 
air. Some of the conifers on the hill are 
now more than 30 feet high and 6 to 10 
inches in diameter. The trees include 
white spruce, Norway spruce, arborvitae, 
Scotch pine, red pine, white pine. bal- 
sam fir and douglas fir. On an adjoining 
hill are planted cypress. spruce and pine 
and a grove of 800 hemlocks. Paths 
were eventually established in this ever- 
green area and many sections were found 
suitable for the introduction of wild 
flowers to supplement those which had 
found their own way there. 

Gradually. many wild plants were 
transplanted from the woodlot to nearer

points. Mr. Shinn bought some species 
from wild flower growers in Vermont 
and North Carolina. One of the most 
successful of these introductions, arbutus 
from the mountains of North Carolina, 
has thrived happily in the preserve. It 
blooms later than the native northeastern 
arbutus, and its flowers are pinker and 
larger than those of the arbutus origi- 
nally found on the property. When I 
visited the preserve on May 27 some of 
this southern arbutus was still in bloom. 
Other flowers from North Carolina which 
are well established and flourishing in 
various locations are galax,  shortia, 
Asarum  shuttleworthi, vernal iris and 
yellow-fringed orchis. All of these except 
the orchis are evergreen. 

At first, of course, lack of experience 
resulted in planting certain species in 
the wrong place or exposure. After con-

siderable experimentation, however, Mr. 
Shinn learned the necessity of studying 
soil, orientation, proportion of sunshine 
and shade and degree of wetness or dry- 
ness and put his findings into practice. 
He believes that the two factors which 
are elementary and necessary to create a 
wild flower preserve are acid soil and 
proper orientation, i. e., whether the 
location faces north, south, east or west. 
For instance, trailing arbutus favors the 
half-shade of a hillside facing north and 
rocky or gravelly soil. It will not grow 
well in bare ground but prefers to mix 
its roots with those of trees, shrubs and 
grasses. Fringed polygala also favors 
this type of location. 
Gravelly soil is also best for the germi- 
nation of many wild flowers, cypriped-

On one hillside Mr. Shinn found ) 


a stand of bird’s-foot violets growing in 
Crisp, sweet vegetables, dewy-fresh, 


large quantities despite competition for 
existence with grasses and other vegeta- 
tion. ,He removed several of these plants 
to a location known as the birch garden, 
where they have grown to twice the size 
of those on the hillside. 

This applies to practically all wild 
flowers. If you move them to a proper 
location, protect them from overcrowded 
conditions and from their natural 
enemies. they will respond in a manner 
which is heartening. No matter what 
type of location you have, you must be 
on guard to suppress aggressive species 
which try to take over. 

The showy orchis generally favors 
rich, moist woods, but it also likes beech 
woods, for Mr. Shinn has found some of 
his handsomest specimens growing 
among decayed beech leaves. Also, it 
has been said that Cypripedium acaule 
prefers pine woods. but he has found it 
more happy and handsome in birch, oak 
or thin hemlock woods where the 
branches permit sunlight to filter through. 

As a result of providing favorable 
growing conditions. one is often pleas- 
antly surprised and gratified by new- 
comers. In a spot between two pools f 
Mr. Shinn found a colony of 25 to 30 
plants of the grass pink orchid (Calo- 
pogon pulchellus). growing without any 
seeding or replanting on his part. Their 
microscopic seeds were undoubtedly 
wafted there by the wind.

In a cold. wet soil these will rot. If you 
take a chance on an early start, exam- 
ine the sowing after a week and if it 
looks poor, resow at once. 

Sow seeds of tomatoes outdoors. You'll 
be surprised at the husky plants which 
may possibly outproduce some of the 
earlier-set plants. Rutgers. Marglobe, 
Southland or Break O'Day are good. 
Where the season is short, use Gem, 
Long Red or Red Jacket or the South 
Dakota variety Bounty. 

For good quality, vine crops must have 
rapid growth. This means that the soil 
must be well supplied with readily avail- 
able materials. Space the hills, or grow- 
ing stations, 4 feet apart. For each of 


these dig a hole a foot wide and a foot | 


deep. If you do not have well-made com- 
post available, mix the soil to half its 
bulk with the mixture suggested above, 
firming it level with the surface. Top 
this with an inch of sifted soil and sow 
8 to 10 seeds around the prepared soil. 
Later thin to three plants. 

For better germination hotkaps may be 
placed over the seed and soil thrown 
over their edges. Remove them when the 
seed germinates. Keep the young plants 
dusted with rotenone and tobacco mixture 
to protect them from the beetles that in 
time can destroy them. Butternut and 
Uconn squash can be used for for fall 
meals as well as stored for winter use. 
Zucchini is a summer favorite. 


Everbearing Strawberries 


There is much discussion about ever- 
bearing strawberries these days. I have 
set out some 500 plants of seven differ- 
ent varieties and hope this year to re- 
port on the results. This much, at least, 
seems certain: varieties seem good or 
poor according to where they are grown. 
Where summer heat is excessive they 
seem to struggle along. especially the 
second year. Under a mulch some do 
well the first year and fail the next. Soil. 
too, is important. Plenty of organic mat- 
ter in a well-decomposed state is needed. 
but heavy applications of fertilizer seem 
injurious to some varieties. All need 
moisture. Young plants set out in the 
spring should not be allowed to fruit in 
June. All their flowers should be _ re- 
moved. These plants can be allowed to 
fruit. however. in late summer and on 
into the fall. 

Currants and gooseberries should find 
more growers. They are less rampant 
than strawberries and their well-ripened 
fruit is toothsome and vitamin-filled. The 
best all-round gooseberry is Poorman. 
with Chautauqua a good second. Many 
claims are made for the new Schwab 
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gooseberry, a Minnesota variety which 
produces unusually large fruit. Readers 
in that region might try it. The best cur- 
rant variety is Red Lake. If you plant 
raspberries. try everbearing Indian Sum- 
mer variety. which bears late in the fall. 

In our concern over food. let us not 
omit flowers. Food is needed for the soul 
as well as for the body, and drab is the 
garden without summer bloom. 
Practically all the tender or semihardy 
annuals can be sown now in the open

Beginners’ Corner 

@ Humus and organic matter are 
two different things. The terms are 
not interchangeable. Organic matter 
can be any raw material—farm ma- 
nure, green cover crops, leaves, grass, 
hay, straw, peat, sawdust, wood shav- 
ings and all such materials. But each 
element still retains its identity. Com- 
posted, or introduced into the soil, 
this organic matter is attacked by var- 
ious agents which cause distintegra- 
tion and reduce these materials to a 
formless mass. All trace of the origi- 
nal material is gone; the ingredients 
can no longer be identified. At this 
stage it is odorless. It is now called 
humus. 

Decomposition does not stop, how- 
ever, for humus goes through still | 
further reduction until it practically 
disappears. This process is like add- 
ing fuel to a fire. Just as fuel is con- 
sumed in giving off heat, humus, 
which was originally organic matter, 
is consumed in the fires of the soil 
to furnish soil fertility. 

The rapidity with which humus is 
consumed is, in large degree, a meas- 
ure of the fertility of the soil, for all 
during the process of decomposition 
plant food elements are being released 
to the growing plants. The chain re- 
action set up by the decomposition 
of organic matter reacts upon the 
minerals of the soil which supply 
valuable nutrients to plants. The kind 
of organic matter which in a normal 
soil decomposes readily, such as ma- 
nure, cover crops or other green suc- 
culent material, is the most valuable 
material. Other forms of organic ma- 
terial decompose in proportion to their 
fineness and woody content. The more 
coarse and woody they are, the less 
valuable they are from the standpoint 
of humus and, consequently, of soil 
fertility. At this stage their main 
function is increasing soil porosity. 
Without a good supply of available 
nutrients in the soil, this woody ma- 
terial could be a detriment to plant 
growth if used excessively for any pur- 
pose other than as a mulch.

or in a coldframe for later transplanting 
With the exception of snapdragons 
which would flower too late, unless you 
have a long fall, and nicotiana, salvia and 
nierembergia, which, botanically speak- 
ing, are perennials, all the others can be 
sown now. For unusual cut flowers the fol- 
lowing may be sown directly outside: 
basket-flower, varieties of annual chrysan- 
themum such as Eastern Star and Double 
Coronarium and late China asters. Treat 
aster seeds with Semesan, sow in com- 
post or leafmold and cover with sand. 
transplanting the seedlings as soon as 
they can be handled. Annuals may be 
planted to good advantage in spaces 
where spring bulbs will leave gaps and 
in window boxes or interplanted in the 
vegetable garden. Many questions on 
annuals and their uses are answered in 
the chart on annuals in the January 
FLOWER GROWER. 


Thinning 


The best in flowers and vegetables 
grown from seed may be obtained only 
by thinning. Overcrowded young plants 
cannot develop well because of the com- 
petition for food, moisture and light. 
All the earlier-sown seeds should now 
be ready for the first thinning. Next in 
importance to the necessity for thin- 


ning is the matter of thinning early. If | 


it is put off until roots are entangled. 
you cannot avoid checking plant growth. 
Thin root crops to 2 inches in the row. 
As they develop, retain only every alter- 
nate beet or carrot, thus leaving more 
space for those which are left. If the 
ground is dry, water before and after 
thinning to settle the soil around the 
young plants. Annuals, too, should be 
thinned—the taller marigolds. cosmos, 
spider-plant, hay namgers and the like to a 
distance of 2 feet; zinnias and similar 
annuals to 1 foot; candytuft, alyssum 


and other edging plants to a distance of | 


4 to 6 inches, 
Summer Bulbs 


Dahlias and gladiolus may be planted 
this month. The main requirements for 
these are a mellow soil. deeply prepared 
to insure easy root movement. Heavy soils 
will benefit, as will the crop. from the 
addition of coal ashes. Bulbous plants 
need good aeration. This is more impor- 
tant in their earlier growth than an over- 
dose of fertilizer. Indeed, until they have 
grown and developed sufficient foliage, 
they cannot use too much of this. Dahlia 
clumps should be divided. Do not plant 
a whole clump; one or two roots. each 


with one or two good eyes, will give the | 


best results. 

Give permanent perennials a top dress- 
ing of 5-10-5 fertilizer mixed with the 
same quantity of steamed bonemeal and 
dried blood. Apply 3 to 4 pounds of this 
per square foot.

Compost Pile 


Start a compost pile. Mine is a shal- 
low pit a foot deep. Into the bottom of 
the pit goes all the coarse material 
saved from the previous pile.

kitchen waste, young hedge clippings and 
grass, which are added as they become 
available.

lias, or regelio-cyclus, as they were for- 
merly called. 

The oncocyclus is more rounded in 
form than most bearded iris, with a 
broad beard. A distinguishing feature, 
carried on by most of its hybrids, is a 
dark, velvety signal patch on the falls 
at the haft. The best known of the 
oncocyclus is I. sustANA, often described 
as a “color symphony in black and sil- 
ver.” although it is more of a midnight 
purple than a true black. The network 
of silver veining gives the effect of a mid- 
night sky strewn with the pathways of 
stars. 


Brought from the East 


It first became known in Western 
Europe about 1573 as one of the plants 
brought back from the East by de 
Busbecq. who served as ambassador to 
Constantinople under Holy Roman Em- 
peror Ferdinand I. G. P. Baker con- 
tends. however that this iris was first 
brought to Western Europe from Leba- 
non by the Crusaders several centuries 
earlier but was subsequently lost. He 
connects the name “susiana” with the 
Turkish word,

“susiani.” which means 


A native of Palestine and Turkey, 
where it is accustomed to a severe sum- 
mer drought, I. susiana requires similar 
conditions in the garden. It must be 
kept absolutely dry during its dormant 
period. This begins about three weeks 
after blooming and lasts until about the 
middle of October. During this time no 
moisture must touch it, so in localities 
where summer rains fall, it is advisable 
to lift it after its blooming season. Store 
it in dry sand until mid-October, when it 
may be replanted in the garden and 
given the benefit of autumn rains. 

Many growers prefer to place a frame 
over I. susiana during the summer, but 
lifting is a surer method. Unless the 
frame is of adequate size, moisture can 
too easily seep under it. causing prema- 
ture “growth which may be killed dur- 
ing a severe winter. It is advisable to 
plant oncocylus iris on a slope or ridge 
whenever possible, as good drainage is 
essential to their best growth. .The bloom- 
ing of I. susiana is, to me at least, the 
most thrilling moment of the iris season. 
Mine came into bloom last year on May 
24. Until recently other true oncocylus 
have been unobtainable, but one nursery 
now lists no less than 25 species. 

In the last few years Clarence White 
of Redlands, California, and other iris 
hybridizers have done outstanding work 
in crossing oncocyclus iris with tall 
bearded iris. The hybrids are of sur- 
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passing beauty, strangely mottled like 
rich Persian carpets, and bringing to 
mind the mood of “Arabian Nights” 
and Rimsky-Korsakoff’s “Scheherazade.” 
Even the names of these “oncobreds” 
breathe the languorous spirit of the tales 
of Baghdad: Bevap1, mottled purple and 
silver like its parent, I.  susiana; 
MustapHa, a blending of maroon, gray 
and lavender; NEAR East, a creamy yel- 
low veined with maroon; and, Oyez, a

ically close to them. They are easier to 
grow than the oncocyclus, since they 
make little, if any. new growth until 
spring. Like the oncocyclus, the regelias 
have veinings and mottlings in bizarre 
designs. In form, however, they are 
slender and conical, in contrast to the 
full-blown shape of the oncocyclus. I am 
often reminded of the slim lines of a 
pagoda when I look at a regelia iris, 
while the oncocyclus iris has the rounded 
curves of a mosque. 

IRIS KOROLKOWI is an _ outstanding 
regelia iris named for a Russian general 
who sent it to St. Petersburg from Tur- 
kestan.

a cream background is veined with 
maroon, olive and brown, with a brown 
signal patch on the blade of the falls. 
There is also a delightful but very rare 
pink form. Iris korolkowi ushered in the 
season for me last year, coming into 
bloom on May 23. 

HoociaANna is another well known 
regelia, first discovered in southern Tur- 
kestan not far from the almost mythical 
land of Tibet. It was named by W. R. 
Dykes for John M. C. Hoog, who traveled 
to many far-flung lands in search of na- 
tive plants for the firm of van Tubergen 
of Haarlem, Holland. This firm has done 
outstanding work in crossing regelia 
iris with. oncocyclus to produce the hy- 
brids known as oncogelias or regelio- 
cyclus. Hoogiana is a clear, limpid 
blue of perfect form and, in the opinion 
of W. R. Dykes, the most perfect of all 
iris. Another variety is HoociaNa 
PurPUREA. and a newer one is named 
Bronze Beauty. Bronze tints in its 
standards merge into blue-purple in the 


falls. 
Duteh Hybrids 


To mention just a few of the beautiful 
oncogelia hybrids, to which their Dutch 
creators have given mythological names, 
one must include ANDROMACHE, de- 
scribed as a “princess clothed in silvery 
white and violet, with a soft lilac veil.” 
It has heavy decorative veining and a 
claret-black signal patch. Artemis, with 
a heavy black beard and black signal 
patch has a_ background of silvery 
cream, almost entirely overlaid and 
veined in bright yet dark carmine-violet. 
Luna has deep red-violet veins etched on 
a smooth, creamy ground, delightfully 
flushed with pink and lavender. A rich 
splash of purplish black plush embel- 
lishes the center of the fails. While these 
hybrids retain most of the exotic beauty 
of their parents, they are actually easier 
to grow and require less care on the 
part of the gardener. 

The rich beauty of the aril iris will 
add a touch of Oriental splendor to your 
garden and, if you enjoy hybridizing, 
crossing them with each other may 
open for you new pathways to adven- 
ture in gardening.»

be utilized to the good of our garden. 
Birds live but a few years at best. 
During this time, because of their metab- 
olism rate—a temperature higher than 
that of human beings, quick respiration 


and a rapid heartbeat—they expend 
enormous amounts of energy. Their 


source cf energy is food, which they 
consume in vast quantities. From dawn 
until dusk birds hunt almost continually 
for food. They eat until their stomachs 
and crops are stuffed. Often examina- 
tions have shown that a bird’s stomach 
held three times the amount which would 
be considered the normal capacity. 


Summer Migrants 


From May through the summer months 
multitudes of migrants return to breed, 
producing an infinite number of nest- 
lings. Their open mouths intensify the 
parent birds’ unending quest for food. 
As anyone who has raised a small bird 
well knows, nestlings’ appetites are all 
but insatiable. Foraging for food for a 
single nestful during any one day may 
easily exceed 200 Even birds 
which eat seeds when adult must never- 
theless. in the early weeks of life, con- 
sume immense quantities of animal food 
in order to live. 

What are some of the helpful birds 
which destroy insects? The robin uses 
his unique ability to hear .novements of 
earth-dwellers to locate He 
destroys more of these than any other

cutworms. 


bird. The bluebird, which raises two 
broods of four young each year, con- 


sumes grasshoppers, beetles and cater- 
pillars as more than half of his diet. 

The the 
epitome of airy grace. uses his aerial mas- 
tery to obtain the winged insects which 
make up his food and that of his young. 
These winged insects are caught in the 
adult flying stage before they have laid 
their millions of eggs. Thus. this swal- 
low’s contribution is of particular benefit 
to man.

Additional Helpers 


The black-capped chickadee, a small. 
delightfully exuberant and fearlessly de- 
fiant ball of black and white fluff. raises 
an annual brood of from six to ten. Al- 
though tiny, its ceaseless activity in ex- 
amining every potential source of sup- 
ply of insects ranks the chickadee high 
in economic value. Few birds are con- 
useful, for its diet includes 
moths, caterpillars, beetles, ants, flies, 
grasshoppers and spiders.

The house wren, an energetic, vocif- 
erous, highly inquisitive bird, has a 
small body, a long, slender bill, sharp, 
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piercing eyes and strong feet which 
especially adapt it for creeping in and 
out of wood and brush piles. old sheds 
or any nook and cranny which might 
yield an insect. As this bird produces 
three broods of six to eight young a 
season, the total number of insects which 
a pair of wrens and their progeny con- 
sume in one year is astonishing. Wrens 


feed upon cutworms, grasshoppers, 
beetles, caterpillars, bugs, spiders, 


weevils, ticks and plant lice. 

Sparrows have characteristic conical 
bills, which mark them as primarily seed- 
eaters. Two sparrows which lend par- 
ticular assistance to the gardener are the 
song and chipping sparrow. The song 
sparrow, typically sparrow-brown, but 
with breast stripes and spot, is usually 
seen atop a low tree, singing its opti-

mistic strain. Three-quarters of its diet 
consists of noxious weed seeds: the other 
quarter is made up largely of beetles, 
with some ants. wasps, bugs, caterpillars 
and black olive scale. 

The chipping rust-capped, 
gray-breasted and exceedingly dapper, 
perches on a limb and reiterates for long 
periods its two-note call. The chippy is

the most insectivorous of the sparrows, 
as insects constitute almost half of its 
diet. Much of this consists of caterpil- 
lars. which it feeds to its young. It also 
consumes many beetles. Upon examina- 
tion, a single chipping sparrow’s stom- 
ach once revealed 30 weevils!

skim off young weeds, cut sod, trim lawn 
edges and scatter fertilizer, lime, compost 
or topdressing. 

The digging fork, also obtainable in 
the ladies’ pattern, comes in two styles 
the English and American. _In the latter 
the tines are diamond-shaped and slightly 
curved to give “lift,” and in the former 
they are straight, flat and spread wider 
at the points, really a tool for digging 
heavy soil. You will find the American 
model easier to handle, but either is ideal 
for digging heavy or stony soil, espe- 
cially in the spring. when it must be 
broken up to a goodly depth for seeding 
or planting. The fork can also be used 
for rough leveling, lifting perennials or 
digging in fertilizer or organic matter, 
especially around trees and shrubs. It is 
good for lifting gladiolus, dahlias and 
other bulbous plants with a minimum of 
slicing. and for loosening compact sur- 
faces of soil or sod for aeration and to 





destroy weeds. 
Hoe and Cultivator 


The hoe and cultivator have gone 
through the most changes. The old solid, 
heavy hoe is now replaced by others 
ranging from 21% to 7 inches in width. 
For a variety of uses you will find the 
nurseryman’s model the best. It has a 
6-inch square blade which can be used 
tc make drills for large seeds like corn 
and beans as well as hoeing. To make 
drills insert the corner of the hoe in the 
soil with the edge resting on a line to 
keep the drill straight and pull the hoe 
toward you with easy strokes. The depth 
may be regulated as you proceed. 

The scuffle hoe with a solid or open 
blade is a great favorite among European 
gardeners. Pushed back and forth on the 
surface, it cleans off weeds by cutting at 
the roots. leaving the surface even and 
loose. Although excellent. it is primarily 
a hoeing tool. In this category we might 
also place the various tined and toothed 
cultivators. The potato hook, which looks 
like a five-tined digging fork shaped like 
a grappling hook, is a clumsy tool, but 
there are a number of three- and five- 
tined cultivators designed for stirring the 
soil by dragging while walking backward. 
This is opposite to the hoe, which is oper- 
ated while walking forward, and is pre- 
ferred by many as it eliminates all foot 
marks. However, its most efficient work 
is done early in the season. As the roots 
come to the surface the depth to which 
these cultivators penetrate may do dam- 
age, and in order to keep the surface 
clear of weeds a hoe or scuffle hoe must 
be used. Also, cultivators are largely 
designed for row crops.

In addition to the long-handled culti- 
vators there are a number of short- 
handled or hand cultivators with shallow 
tines suitable for close work among 
flowers in the border or coldframe. Such 
a tool will be found very useful. 

The iron rake is so indispensable that 
a good surface for seed is hardly possible 
without one. Its other uses are raking in 
fertilizer or lime, cleaning out weed 
patches and scarifying lawns preparatory 
to seeding or topdressing. It will also 
open shallow drills and cover seeds, and 
can be used on gravel walks and for 
general clean-up. The curved-tooth style, 
either 14- or 16-tooth, is perhaps the 
handiest. When it comes to putting the 
final touch to a grading job for a lawn 
or other purpose. the close-set wooden 
rake is the best. The blunt teeth ride the 
surface and do not sink in as do the 
sharper teeth of the iron rake. This rake 
has 28 teeth, twice as many as the hay 
rake. 

The trowel is an intimate part of gar- 
dening, for it will get you close to the 
soil and plant roots. The trowel will be 
found useful through most of the garden- 
ing season. But don’t be led into buying 
an inferior tool! For a good all-round 
tool you can hardly improve on the steel 
drop-shank florist’s model with a well- 
curved blade. You may prefer the new 
pattern in aluminum, which is very light 
in weight and durable. Avoid the soft 
metal kind: its life is short and it usually 
breaks off at the handle. 


Pruning Shears 


One of the tools of maintenance which 
you actually need early is a good hand 
pruning shears. Models are as varied as 
any garden equipment. Between the light 
shears for roses and the heavy duty tool 
of the nurseryman there are no end of 
models. Fortunately, most are well-made. 
It is a matter of selecting a model most 
suited to the person and the work. For 
best performance over a wide selection 
of plants there is the “Snap-cut.” where 
the straight cutting blade comes down on 
a soft metal anvil, or the curved-blade 
type, the selection of oldtime gardeners, 
with a ratchet lock nut. Either will ef- 
fectively cut 34- to l-inch stems of grow- 
ing plants—not hard, dead wood. One 
or two of the lighter curved-blade models 
will cut lighter growth at the tip of the 
blade. When cutting, catch the stem well 
back on the blade and cut without twist- 
ing the tool or you will tear the bark. 
Use heavier shears for stems over 1 inch 
in diameter. Older branches are best cut 
with long-handled lopping shears or with 
a pruning saw, which can also be used for 
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dead wood, tree branches and the like. 
For this purpose the simple Duplex model 
with two edges is one of the best for most 
gardens. 

If you have a hedge or expect to trim 
plants you will need hedge shears. They 
are available in either American or Eng- 
lish patterns and in weights and lengths 
from the 61-inch featherweight to the 
10-inch professional, weighing over 3 
pounds. Some have one serrated (saw- 
tooth) blade which gives an easy cut but 
must be kept in shape. Other features to 
look for in hedge shears are a notch in 
the upper blade for cutting heavy stems 
that cannot be sheared and a properly 
set oversize bolt with a lock nut. Noth- 
ing is so vexing when shearing a hedge 
as having to continually adjust a loose 
nut. Obtain a tool that will shear grass 
as well as hedges. To keep shears in con-

dition, clean it after each operation and 
keep the edges oiled when not in use. 
Sap from stems collects on the blades, 
becomes hard and after a time will throw 
the “set” off. 

A lawn mower is one of the most ex- 
pensive pieces of garden equipment and 
is a specialized tool for mowing grass. 
Height of wheel and width of cut varies 
with the model and price. Cuts range 
from about 14 inches to 19 inches. The 
model with a 15-inch cut and a 10-inch 
wheel is the most suitable for the average 
lawn. Most are equipped with rubber- 
tired wheels, and one model is made en- 
tirely of lightweight aluminum. All come 
with adjustable screws which will regu- 
late the height at which the grass will be 
cut, and screws that adjust the knife 
reel. The latter are often tampered with 
too much by the beginner, resulting in 
excess wear on the plate and reel. Have 
the machine adjusted and sharpened each 
spring and, except for raising the height

garden tractor. They are also built 
close to the ground and consist of a ro- 
tating device equipped with various types 
of teeth, selected according to the kind 
of work to be done. Soil can be prepared 
for planting and, by changing the depth 
gauge, they can be used for cultivating. 
The more skillful the operator the more 
he can do with these tillers. There are 
some crawler-types of garden tractors 
available, some with a single track, others 
with two tracks. 

Most garden tractors have only a for- 
ward speed. This keeps the price down 
and is all that is necessary for simple 
jobs such as cultivating. On larger 
models two forward operating speeds are

available, and on some a reverse. 


Traction, or the power to pull, is im- 
portant in a small tractor. It is almost 
always advisable to have the dealer put 
calcium chloride solution in the tires of 
rubber-tired models to supply added 
weight, thus giving better traction. Wheel 
weights can be added to most 
models, and these are often desirable in 
addition to the liquid in the tires. Chains 
prove useful on occasion, too,

Plowing 


Plowing is about the first spring job 
for a garden tractor. However, some peo- 
ple expect too much of a low-powered 
lightweight tractor, especially in sod or 
heavy soil. If the tractor is used as the 
manufacturer intended a creditable plow- 
ing job can be done. The common mold- 
board plows vary in capacity from 6 to 
10 inches, depending upon tractor size. 
This means that the plow will cut and 
turn a furrow slice 6 to 10 inches wide. 
It should be borne in mind that a 6-inch 
plow will cut and turn a 6-inch furrow 
and no more. If more is attempted some 
soil is left unplowed and usually the 
tractor is overloaded. In some soils it 
may pay to turn a furrow narrower than 
the full capacity of the plow. 

Depth of plowing is important. Don’t 
expect to plow 6 or 8 inches deep with 
a small garden tractor unless the soil 
has been worked for some time. If the 
soil is heavy or newly cleared it may pay 
to plow it in the fall, harrow it a little, 
and then cross-plow it deeper in the 
spring. In general, plow a little deeper 
than half the plow width. Don’t guess 
at the depth—measure it! Some people 
prefer a rotary plow attachment. This 
is different from a rotary tiller but still 
is a whirling device that pulverizes the 
soil in preparation for planting. 
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In most cases a better job of plowing 
can be done if a rolling coulter is used. 
This is a thin steel wheel that slices into 
the soil just ahead of the plow. It usually 
causes less draft on the plow and leaves 
a clean furrow wall, for it cuts off trash 
and roots as it rolls. In addition, a jointer 
(which looks like a miniature plow at- 
tached to the coulter) turns a small fur- 
row to help cover trash and can be used 
to good advantage. 

Harrowing 

Most people like to use a disk harrow 
for preparing the soil after plowing. For 
many years manufacturers made them too 
small. but now garden tractor disk har- 


rows can be had in diameters from 7 to | 


10 inches, depending on the tractor. 
These are usually in two gangs that can 
be adjusted for leveling and angle of 
penetration. If they appear to be set 
properly but still do not penetrate deeply 
enough the operator can add extra weight 
on top. so long as the tractor does not 
labor in pulling it. A spike- or peg-tooth 
harrow may be used but this does not 
chop up the soil. manure and trash as 
the disk harrow does. On lighter, trash- 
free soils, however, it is fine. 

Don’t overlook the disk and_ spike- 
tooth harrows as cultivating tools; the 
disk for fruit and row crops, and the 
spike for weeding before or just after 
The spike-tooth harrow 
set lightly is especially good on crops like 
corn and potatoes. In addition to killing 
weeds it breaks up the light crust which 
usually forms on top of the soil. 


crops emerge. 


Cultivating is the job in which small 
power equipment shines best. In fact, 
this was the job manufacturers set out 
However. 


to conquer first. many gar- 
deners do not get the full value out 


of their cultivating equipment because 
they do not use the proper teeth or at- 
tachments, nor do they take time to ad- 
just them properly. If cultivating is 
done at the right time with the proper 
equipment adjusted correctly, little hand 
work is necessary. A good dealer will 
have a wide variety of teeth, shovels and 
steels. Many people fail to realize the 
progress made in this direction. 

When plants are small, the row can be 
straddled with the tractor and cultivator. 
using 6- or 7-inch beet hoe steels—special 
thin horizontal knives set at a slight 
angle. Later, these may be reversed for 
use between the rows. Small cultivating 
disks can be used similarly, and they are 
especially useful for beans, beets, 
spinach, strawberries and young bush 
fruits. Sweeps and half sweeps, turning

hovels, hillers, spear points and many 
ther cultivating attachments are avail- 
ble. Skill in adjusting and using these 
levelops fast. 

Most garden tractors today have sickle 
sar mowers for cutting tall grass and 
weeds. Some have small sickle sections, 
thers large ones. Either can be used 
effectively, but be sure they can be easily | 
sharpened and replaced as needed. Vi- 
bration has been a big problem with these 
mowers, but some manufacturers now | 
have solved the problem. 

Reel mower attachments are also avail- 
able for most garden tractors. ,The five- 
bladed reels are best. The riding feature 
is not to be overlooked; some makers 
provide an inexpensive sulky to be used 
when mowing the lawn. Coming into the 
picture also are rotary mower attach- 
ments. These consist of various whirling 
arrangements of a cutting mechanism 
parallel to the ground. A few people use 
these for lawns as well as for weeds and 
high grass. They are a little dangerous, 
but safe enough with reasonable care. 
Similar to the rotary mower are a leaf 
sweeper and leaf mill. One windrows | 
the leaves and the other cuts them finely 
enough to drop down around the blades 
of grass. 








Spraying Equipment 


Spraying attachments are available 
with many garden tractors. In addition 
to making work easier they enable the 
gardener to do a much more thorough 
job on ornamentals and vegetables, espe- 
cially on fruit trees. Power dusters are 
also available. in case dusting is pre- 
ferable to spraying. A tractor also comes 
in handy for pulling a planter, fertilizer 
spreader and trailer, as well as for rak- 
ing hay and doing many belt jobs. 

More and more people are finding it 
desirable and profitable to own power 
equipment. With a good tractor and im- 
plements, plus a little skill in operation, 
almost any garden chore can be done 
well and in a fraction of the time re- 
quired, using hand tools. Garden tractors 
and attachments have been greatly im- 
proved and simplified in recent years to 
the end that they are more economical 
and easier to handle than one might 
expect.

ray florets are a lovely blue, the disc 
florets a golden yellow. A. dumosus 
starts flowering in September and con- 
tinues into October, its compact mounds 
of dark green leaves almost hidden by 
the wealth of blooms. There are several 
color forms of this native eastern species. 

In light to fairly heavy shade, the little 


plumed bleeding-heart (Dicentra_ ex- 
imia) and D. formosa never seem to 


tire of putting out their heart-shaped 
flowers. They are going strong from 
June until October. In November last 
year I counted a dozen or so flowers. 
The blooms of D. eximia are rose pink, 
those of D. formosa, rose-purple. In re- 
cent years an exquisite white-flowered 
form has been introduced under the name 
of Sweetheart. The delicate fernlike folli- 
age of the dicentras is pleasing all sum- 
mer and into early fall. They like a 
leafmoldy loam and will endure some 
sun if the soil never dries out. 
Companion plants to the dicentras are 
their cousins, corydalis, which enjoy the 
same growing conditions and have the 
same long season of bloom. Their showy 
yellow flowers and light lacy foliage add 
a graceful touch to the rock garden. 
Bulbs contribute substantially in ex- 


tending the season of interest. The lovely 
Iris reticulata and the winter aconites 
lead off, followed by the early spring 
crocus, snowdrops and snowflakes, minia- 
ture narcissus and species tulips. Ery- 
throniums, fritillarias and hardy cycla- 
men continue the procession, which ends 
with colchicum, the autumn crocus. 

Even in winter, the rock garden will 
reveal jascinating contrasts. Then the 
little tufted mats of dianthus stand out 
in a soft gray-green mass, while Phlox 
subulata shows a patch of dull green be- 
tween rocks. The leaves of Shortia 
galacifolia glisten in bronzy tones, as do 
the leaves of wintergreen (Gaultheria 
procumbens) and Galax aphylla. Mit- 
chella repens, or partridge berry, re- 
mains a deep green, its leaves hung with 
bright red berries. These last four are 
excellent evergreen groundcovers. Sem- 
pervivums cling to rock crevices in dif- 
ferent shades of gray-green and ruddy 
red. The Christmas rose, tucked away 
in a shady corner, bears its exquisite 
blooms from late November or early 
December, depending upon the locality 
and vagaries of the weather, until after 
the turn of the year. 

It is at this season that shrubs are

»re particularly adaptable. In form, 
tuey may be prostrate, rock-hugging, 
slender, conical spires or cushionlike 
mounds, .The color and texture of the 
foliage is as diversified as the habits of 
growth. Those of blue-green. gray-green 
and dark green tones are preferable to 
conifers with yellow-green and variegated 
coloring. 

Mugho pine has a dark green color 
and strong texture, while Chamaecyparis 
obtusa nana gracilis is emerald green, 
with a fine texture. Juniperus communis 
compressa, a real dwarf rarely exceeding 
2 feet in height, has a spirelike form 
which fits at the base of a ledge. J. hori- 
zontalis prostrata spreads a flat mass 
of blue-green over rocks. Dark green 
Taxus baccata repandens has a stiff ap- 
pearance, and many of the dwarf spruces 
have a strong, sharp outline. 


Background Plants 


Broad-leaved evergreens, rhododen- 
drons, mountain laurel, andromeda, 
Jeucothoe and some of the hollies are ex- 
cellent background material. The leaves 
of Rhododendron carolinianum have a 
warm bronze tint in winter. and the 
stems and buds are a pleasing cinnamon 
brown. The buds open in May into beau- 
tiful rose pink flowers. 

Daphne cneorum, though at times a 
problem child, is one of the loveliest low- 
growing shrubs for the rock garden. Its 
small leaves, which cover the trailing 
branches from top to bottom, are a soft 
green; its rosy pink flowers, which bloom 
in the spring and frequently again in 
September and October in less quantity, 
are deliciously fragrant. A gritty lime- 
stone mixture incorporated deeply with 
sand, garden loam and leafmold seems 
to suit it best. Perfect drainage and a 
good share of sunlight, though not full 
sun, are also necessary to make it happy. 
It makes a pretty picture against lime- 
stone rocks. 

Heaths and heathers, or callunas and 
cricas, are not easily satisfied, but rock 
gardeners who give them the conditions 
they demand find these dwarf evergreens 
richly rewarding. They want full sun and 
sandy, acid soil in which peat and humus 
have been incorporated. Some varieties 
bloom as early as March and April and 
others from June until September or 
October, so that a planting of them pro- 
longs the period of bloom in the rock 
garden and furnishes interesting foliage 
effects. The numerous named varieties 
of Calluna vulgaris are popular.

other fertilizers each year. The only 
reason we discovered for this is that 
chrysanthemums, like some other plants, 
kaffr corn, for instance, take everything 
out of the soil and put nothing back. 
Not changing the soil also increases 
nematode infestation and diseases. 

We learned to provide cool soil by 
putting a straw or prairie hay mulch 
(one that does not pack. but allows air 
to enter) about four inches deep over 
the bed. Planting as close together as it 
was possible to get maximum bloom 
aided in keeping soil cool. Shallow cups 
around each plant or shallow ditches be- 
tween the rows facilitated irrigation. We 
also built the about four inches 
higher than the surrounding ground to 
aid in aeration and drainage. However, 
we had to build them so that the irriga- 
tion waters would not run off. 


beds 


We learned to soak the bed deep down 
so that a dry shelf would not develop un- 
derneath the root system and draw the 
moisture out of the precious top soil. 
If this condition is allowed to develop, 
one might find beautiful plants inex- 
plicably wilting or even dying in the hot 
part of the day. The immediate surface 
will be moist and cool to the touch imme- 
diately under the mulch. If plants show 
signs of wilt when you think you have 
irrigated sufficiently, it is a good thing to 
dig down about eight inches in the bed 
and find out just how moist the soil is. 

If the beds were prepared with plenty 
of barnyard manure, a sprinkling of 
bonemeal, a complete fertilizer such as 
Vigoro and superphosphate, no feeding 
is necessary until the extra two inches of 
barnyard manure are added in July. In 
September you may begin to fertilize 
about every ten days or two weeks until 
color begins to show. The plants must 
be well watered before feeding.

About this time some of us stumbled 
upon the very simple fact that the hardy 


garden varieties and button types gave 
much better performance if they were 


cared for and fed in the same way as the 
large varieties, not disbudding them. 
of course. We soon found that to have 
nice, straight stems the plants must have 
support. Each individual worked out 
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supports which seemed best to her needs. 

Another lesson we learned was to put 
out the tiny plants as early as possible 
so that they had a well-established root 
system before hot weather set in. One 
woman set her rooted cuttings -and divi- 
sions out in March, another in April. 
Transplanting after mid-May was hazard- 
ous, since heat and drought so often oc- 
curred in June. And those quick. late 
freezes which persisted in coming in 
March made that a dangerous month, 
unless one covered or protected the 
plants. Little plants needed protection 
from the winds until well established; 
some of us found that tin cans from 
which both ends had been cut gave ex 
cellent protection. 


Choosing Varieties 


We soon learned to choose varieties 
with care, so that we should not have to 
erect weather protection for those early 
fall frosts. The October- or early Novem- 
ber-flowering varieties are almost cer- 
tain to flower before frost. Some good 
varieties among the pompons are the 
Doty family, NARADA, THyra, MAsTER- 
PIECE.

We found 
that the summer-flowering varieties rarely 
bloom here because of the heat. When 
buds are set flowers are usually abor- 
tive. 

After growing the flowers a few years 
and getting very nice chance 
seedlings. some of us have become in- 
terested in hybridizing and are studying 
it in a really serious way. For example, 
I have a pink pompon I am testing for 
performance under all conditions. Then 
my Oklahoma Gold. which was _ propa- 
gated in 1943 and bloomed the first 
time in October 1946, has proven itself 
a good garden variety. Now I am 
hybridizing for a variety that will be as 
good as Oklahoma Gold but will bloom 
the first week in October instead of 
October 20 to 25.

To wind up the season, there is mock- 
orange, Philadelphus coronarius, whose 
sweet fragrance mingles with the scent 
of the fragrant iris. Late-blooming iris 
varieties like PENN CHARTER (yellow) 
with BLue GLow (luminous deep blue 
blend) are attractive complements here. 
While not all tall bearded iris are 
fragrant, many of them are and their 
delicate scent coupled with their rain- 
bow colors can make even a_ small 
garden seem like a little patch of Eden 

Siberian iris, which bloom at the 
same time as the late-flowering tall 
bearded iris, are especially exquisite 
when planted with Oriental poppies. The 
contrast in color of the Siberian iris, 
which come in clear shades of light to 
dark blue, white and purple, with the 
brilliant reds and pinks of Oriental pop- 
pies is particularly striking. 

Before selecting iris varieties for your 
garden, it is best to see them in bloom. 
This can readily be during their

Planting Directions 


Tall bearded iris respond best when 
they are planted in full sun and in 
well-drained soil. The soil should be pre- 
pared to receive the rhizomes by being 
turned and mixed with a little humus and 
bonemeal or superphosphate. Each “fan” 
should then be set in a hole about 6 
inches in diameter and about 7 or 8 
inches deep. A small mound of earth 
should be made in each hole on which 
to rest the bottom of the rhizome. The 
roots of the iris should then be spread 
out, covered with soil and tamped down. 
When the iris is planted properly, the 
top of the rhizome will be covered flush 
with the surface of the ground. 

The best time for planting iris is late 
July and August, so that they may make 
proper root growth before cold weather 
sets in. It is advisable to 
the first fall and winter 
excelsior or salt hay, which may be 
removed early in the spring. At that 
time the plants should be pushed down 
and firmed. As a protection against the 
iris borer, an application of a 
insecticide containing DDT rotenone, 
either in the form of a dust or spray, is 
desirable. This should be done at inter- 
vals of about ten days from mid-April 
until the iris begin to flower.»

Things Out-of-the-Ordinary

<Early Watermelon 


Last year we were short on 
watermelons because of the 
poor season, but we have hopes 
of a better crop this year. Even 
though we plant watermelons in 
the greenhouse and transplant 
them outside under hotkaps at 
regular melon time, we would 
not have had any last year had 
it not been for the variety 
Honey Cream. Another good 
early watermelon carried by 
the Joseph Harris Company, 
Rochester, N. Y.. is the New 
Hampshire Midget. This one 
is called the earliest watermelon 
of all. And a week may mean 
a great deal to the northern gar- 
dener. Thin-rinded and sweet, 
it fits easily into a refrigerator. 


<~Oka Muskmelon 
When I first heard of Oka musk- 


melon I thought, “It must be su- 
perior or the Oka Monastery in 
the hills of Quebee would not 
sponsor it.” That is where the 
famous Oka cheese is made. 
Last year was a poor melon sea- 
son in this area, so I cannot 
pass final judgment on it, but if 
1 am not mistaken it should 
prove to be the sweetest, most 
delicious muskmelon to date— 
under good growing conditions. 
It is quite early, too, maturing 
in just a little more than three 
months. The William Ewing 
Company, 474 McGill Street, 
Montreal, Quebec, stock this 
Canadian muskmelon — good 
news for melon-lovers. 


<~Lath House 


Many gardeners will be inter- 
ested in these new aluminum 
lath houses which are exact du- 
‘plications on a small scale of 
similar units used by botanical 
gardens and arboretums. These 
houses, manufactured by Back- 
man and Company, 9003 Wil- 
shire Boulevard, Beverly Hills, 
Calif., range in size from 6 x 8 
feet to 10 x 12 feet and may be 
obtained with or without side 
walls. All side walls are hinged 
at the top so that they can be 
easily raised to provide addi- 
tional shade area or to move 
large. benches and other objects 
in or out. They are portable 
and can be moved from one 
spot to another by two people. 
The houses can be assembled in 
four hours. 


Venus Fly-Trap—> 


Well do I remember my first ex- 
perience with venus fly-trap, 
Dionaea muscipula. It was not 
a happy one, though the search 
for it was exciting. A search 
now would not be difficult, for 
all one has to do is to get in 
touch with Will Rehder, P. O. 
Box 477, Wilmington, N. C. Mr. 
Rehder is a specialist in these 
curious insectivorous — plants. 
The cultural needs of venus 
fly-trap are somewhat demand- 
ing, but growing this unusual 
plant is not difficult if the in- 
structions sent by Mr. Rehder 
are followed. The result can be 
quite an interesting experience 
for the gardener who wants 
something unusual.
